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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the final Office Action 
mailed July 22, 2005. As described below, Applicant believes all claims to be allowable over 
the cited reference. Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance 
of all pending claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that Claims 9, 11, 13-15, 23, 34, 42, 
50 and 58 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant has amended independent Claims 1, 28, 
45, and 53 to include limitations similar to those found in Claim 1 1 (and thus also including 
limitations similar to those in intervening Claims 6 and 10). For this reason, Applicant 
believes Claims 1, 28, 45, and 53 to now be in condition for allowance. 

Section 102 Rejections 

Claims 1-8, 10, 12, 16-22, 24-33, 35-41, 43-49, 51-57, and 59-60 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,275,574 issued to Oran 
("Oran"). Although Applicant believes that the limitations of these claims are not disclosed 
in Oran, to expedite allowance of this application, Applicant has amended independent 
Claims 1, 28, 45, and 53 to include limitations similar to those found in Claim 11 (and thus 
also including limitations similar to those in intervening Claims 6 and 10). For this reason, 
Applicant respectfully requests allowance of independent Claims 1, 28, 45, and 53, as well as 
the claims which depend from these independent claims. 
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CONCLUSION 



Applicant has made an earnest attempt to place this case in condition for allowance. 
For the foregoing reasons, and for other reasons clearly apparent, Applicant respectfully 
requests full allowance of all pending claims.
